AN OVATION FOR M'KINLEY.

Republicans of Wheeling Turn Out in Large
Numbers to Hear the Eminent Tarllf

Exponent—Pittaburg Plays an Important
Part in the Parade,

WHEELING, W. Va., Qot 18 —This was
Republican day in Wheeling, and the
greatest demonstration that has been wit-
pessed here mince 1884, when James G.
Bizine took in Wheeling while making his
famous cirouit, was participated in by
manv thousands of people. Governor Me-
Kinley, of Oblo, was the orator of the day.
He came up from Huntiggton this morning
on & special train, and was greeted on the
Btate fair grounds by a crowd of 10,000
people.

When the Governor arrived he was given
a great ovation. The demonstration was
inter-8tate in its character. Unlformed
clubs were present from all surrounding
towns in Pennsylvania, Ohio and West
Virginia, among ‘the most prominent bei
the famous Six-Footers, the Americus an
the Conkling, of Pitubngi the General
Club, of Allegheny; the venth Ward,
Fourteenth Ward and Tarift Cadets, of
Pittaburg; the Grand Army, Great Western
and other Pittsburg bands; and clubs from
Claysville, MeKeeaport, Allegheny, Wash-
iogton, Pa; ¥ own, Canton, Massil-
lon, East Linrpmz Wellsburg, Bellaire,
Mﬁc ‘s l'myd '”:n.dnd other wlnurln Ol:lio.

RTAD was one mass of people,
and all about the stand from which tbe dis-
orator spoke crowds of men
stood in the hot sun and heard Republican
doetrine expounded by one of its eminent
exponents.

MURDERED BY
IS PLAYMATE,

James Stivanson Stabbed fo
the Heart by Ten-Year-
01d Stewart Rodgers.

END OF A BOYISH QUARREL.

The Wounded Child Falls Dead Upon
His Mother’s Dreast.

A Tragedy in Lawrencevilla — Twa
Mothers Mourning for Their Sons—

One Dead and the Other Locked Up

in a Cell—Putting a Ohristmas Present
to a Fatal Use—Little Rodgers Makes
His Escape, but Returns Home and Is
Arrested—He Is Cool and Speaks
Calmly of His Deed.

A tragic boy murder oceurred in Law-

renceville last night James Stivsnson, -

aged 12, was stabbed through the heart by
his whilom playmate and schoolmate,
Stewart Rodgers, aged 12. Rodgers was
arrested at bis home on Forty-fourth street
s few minutes after the bloody deed.

The ciroomstances surrounding the case

.are particularly sad. Stivaoson was the

son of James H, Stivanson, an engineer
on the Allegheny Valley Railroad, residing
on Long alley, hall a bloek from Eden
slley, between Forty-fourth and Forty-finth
sireets. Rodgers is the son of W. & Rod-
gers, & patiern maker in the employ of the
Westinghouse Company, living at Forty-
fourth street and Eden alley. The dead
boy is the eldest of a family of six chil-
dren, his murderer the youngest of a family
of four.

Jimmy Stivanson had eaten his supper,
and before starting out for the evening his
mother kad given him a pemny. Accompa-
nled by his brother George, he went out on
the street. Ten minutes later #¥is mother
carried him into the house dying.

Began in a Boylsh Quarrel.

Both boys were members of a juvenile
Demoeratic marching elub. It was 7:30
o'clock when the Stivanson boys went ount,
Jimmy wearing his oileloth marching eap.
A tew feet up the alley he came to s group
of children “playing school” on a door
step, among whom was Stewart Rodgers,
sttired in his eap and cape, ready
for & parnde with his eclub. “When
the Btivanson boys came they wanted to
join the play, but Rodgers ordered them
away. At this moment Rodgers ran inton
coalshed, which has a window fronting on
the alley, and threw water out of the win-
dow on the Stivanson boye

A white cat, in the last agonies of an at-
tack of fits, was writhing in the alley near
where Stivanson stood. [Earaged at
Rodgers’ saction, Jimmy BStivanson seized
the eat by the tail and threw it into the
coulshed through the window. The cat
struck Rodgers on the head, and the other
children lsughed. Iodgers became furi-
ousr. Rushing out of the shed, he met Bii-
vanson in the alley. The boys were nearly
of & size, Stivanson being a little the
larger, and the other boys gathered around,
a8 boys will, expeeting a fight.

Stabbed Through the Hesrt.

“1"I1 smack you in the face!” exclaimed
Btivanson.

“Just yon dare to touch me,”" was
Rodgers’ reply, “my brother will lick you
if you do.™ .

Several boyish banters ensued, one
threatening to atrike, the other daring him
to do so, Finally, stung by the tsunts of
Eodgers lightly in the beesst.  Bodgers
Eod t re s
madm nll%m,afl:ha blow and nncg:ed
his baoter, whereupon Stivanson, encour-
aged by non-resistance, struck Rodgers on
the forehead with his clenched fist.

Agsin the ehildren langhed, thia time at
Rodgers. The little fellow jumped back,
turned his fsce from his adve fors
moment, and then wheeling quickly, he

sprang forward like s little demon and
mufsdvmoa & heavy blow on the left
breast. As he drew his arm back the chil-
dren saw & knife flashing 1n his band. At
the same instant Stivanson clapped
his hand on his heart exclaiming: “Oh!
I'm-stabbed! I'm stabbed
Died on His Mother's Breast.

As Stivanson singgered across the alley
toward bis hone, leaving a trail of blood
behicd him, the other children called to
Rodgers to ron. Quiekly concealing the
knife in his hat band IRodgers followed
thelr advice, starting toward Butler street.

Stivanson bad only gonea few feet, when,
realizing be was sbout tp full, he ealled to
Mre. Edwin Pesse, in front of whose 3.;1
door he was, to run for his mother. m
Pease ran oud to ascertuin what,was the
trouble. As she reached the sidewalk
Jimmy.called again, *“Ob, Mrs. Pesase, run
tor mother, I'm stab Stewart Rodgers
stabbed me.”

Then he fell on his face on the sireet
Mra. Pease picked bim up. Asshe did the
